Louisville, Ky., April 13. — ’The widespread interest 
in the Kentucky Derh.v, wliieh is to Ik: decided Sat- 
urday. .May 11. at Churchill Downs, grows daily. 
Discussion of this event develops a resimiblauce to 
the third renewal of the JK-rby series decided in 
Ixaiisville in 1877. That si-ason the race brought 
four starters to the i»ost. In their day they com 
pared to the quartet of stars in the rate this spring 
— Wortli. ITie Manager, Presuiuptioa aud Sonada. 
Ill tlie 1877 event II. P. McGrath’s browu colt Leon 
ard. by I.s mg fellow, like Worth, iii this year’s race, 
got his Derliy favoritism from the fact that he was 
the largest muney-winiiiiig two-year-old the season 
[irevious. Leonard’s caxiiiiigs a^ a two-year-old 
amuiiiited to $8,450. a large sum in those days. 
Worth won lust season $16,645. 

Tile sifoiid choke in the 1877 Derh.v was Dan 
Swigert’s ehestnnt colt, Baden-Baden. This uotial 
iK-rfornier may la; eoinpanal with Major McDowell's 
The Manager of toda.v. He had shown brilliant 
Sliced in his two-year-old races, but never had met 
l^aiuard in actual contest. Nor has The Manager 
met Worth. 

Geii. Alie Buford’s chestnut colt, MeWhirter, was 
the Presninption of tlie 1877 Derliy. that is. he Iia-1 
mot Baden-Baden and defeaUal him. lint bad also 
tieen licuten liy Baden-Baden, just as Presumption, 
last season, licat The Manager, aud was in turn 
beaten by him and Worth. 

Tlie Sonada of the Derby lu 1877 was Capt. J. T. 
Williams’ bay gelding. Vera Cruz. Like Catesli.v 
Woodford’s crack of this season, he was something 
of an unknown quantit.v in the race, hut was greatly 
feared liy the owners of Leonard, Badeu-Badeu aud 
MeWhirter. 

Ill 1877 the Keiitiick.v Derby was nin later than 
the dat«- set this season for the race. It was declJeil 
on Tuesday, May 22. The meeting that season lasted 
seven days. Badon-Badcu. ridden b.v William 
Walker, who is still to lie seen at the Downs. Wou 
the rata>, thus earning fame for himself and a for- 
tune for his owner. Imnieiliatcly after the race 
Baden-Baden was s«ild for $12,500 to Williain Astor, 
the New York niiiiti-inillionaire. Leonani. ridden by 
Boliliy Swim, tinisin-tl si-eoud. B.'ith MeWhirter. rid- 
den liy H. Moore, and Vera Cniz. piloted by the 
famous Isaac Miir|iby, were beaten for third place 
by the Tennessee colt King William, ridden b.v 
Bailey. Otin-i- gisid burs<‘s ran iu tlie Derby that 
spring, including Early Light, owned Ji.v F. B. Har- 
|K-r; Odd Fellow, owmal by J. J. Mcrril; Dan K. the 
pro|M-rty of .lohnson & Mills; Malvern, ownetl h.v 
T. J. Rita*: Head Light, ownetl by L,' V. Field, aud 
l,islioii, which ran as the stalile eompauioii of Baden- 
Baden. IJslKin was ridden that day by Douglas. 
LislMin attaimal greater disthictiou in the stud than 
any of the otlier Derby <-ontenders of 1877. Ainniig 
tlie not«-d p«-rforiners sireil b.v bim was the iniglity 
Tronbadour. winner of the Suburban Handicap of 
1886. Itcinarkahle to relate, Tniuliadonr. like his 
sire, rail uuplaiaal in the Kentnek.v Derby, but ho 
heat the winner of that race in his j-ear, Joe Cotton, 
in the Clark Stakes, altliongli be was also defeaied 
ill that conti-st b.v Bersan, known as the burned colt. 

Baden-Baden. Vera Crnz and MeWhirter all mot 
again at the Downs in 1877. It was tlion that .Mc- 
Wbirter won and ran his famous two miles in 3::!0'i, 
which, for many years, stofid as the lK‘st time made 
on the Araoricaii turf. This wonderful cfilt met his 
death the same spring in a race at St. Louis. To 
this day he Is cittsl as the most remarkable example 
of courage known in the history of the thoronghbro<|. 
He finished his race with two liroken legs and it was 
necessary to destroy him. Having in mind Me- 
Whirter and Enquirer, the sire of MeWhirter, Gen- 
eral Buford made this statement: 

•■ThoronglibriHls have souls, aud when they die 
they go to a horse lioaven.” 

liaden-Baden was taken east hy Mr. Astor and 
won the Travers Stakes, defeating the great Brada- 
inantc, St. James and other giKsI three-year-olds. 
When Baden-Baden quit the turf he was placeil in 
tlie stud at Mr. Astor’s New York breeding farm and 
was fairly sinressful as a sire. Vera Crnz. Iieing a 
gelding, was riiivd on for wveral years, but Leonani 
dieil young, altliough he siri-d a few winners iu his 
short stud career. 

The distance of the Derh.v in Baden-Baden’s .vear 
W'as one mile and a half. His time was 2:38. That 
s«*ason only three races were mu on Derb.v da.v. The 
Derby was the se«-oiid race. The first rac-e that day 
was won li.y tlie famous marc Janet, with Eleml sec- 
ond and Boll Woollc.v thlnl. It was at a mile and a 
quarter. The time was 2:12%. The race following 
the Derliy was a mile in heats. It was won h.v 
Emma C. in 1:43V4, 1:44%, l:-47%. King Faro won 
the first heat. 

There is little left in life to recall the Derby of 
1877. with the exception of two owners of horses in 
that race — Dan Swigert and Capt. J. T. Williams. 
All other turfmen who bad starters in that Derb.v 
are dead. Williain Walker, the winner’s Jockey, is 
the only one of the riders now alive. Col. W. U. 
Johnson, the starter that da.v; Maj. B. G. Bruce, 
who weighed the jockeys in and out for the event, 
and Col. M. Lewis Clark, the presiding Judge, art- 
dead long since. 

But when Worth. The Manager. Sonada, Presiimp- 
ti'iii and the other eligibles line up iu front of 
starter Cassidy this year the old-timers will recall 
till- Derliy day when Baden-Baden, Leonard, Me 
Whirter ami Vera Cruz fliiislKHl in the order named. 

The Manager’s trial at Douglas Park on Thursday 
morning last for the Derby Is regarded hy gmal 
judges as excellent. The colt was always under ri-- 
straint and finishiHl vigorously, although it was tin- 
first time this season he had been asked to go an.v 



such distance at anything like racing speed. After 
the trial Maj. T. C. McDowell patted the colt on the 
neck and said: “Old fellow, you will do.” Major 

McDowell ought to know what is necessary to win 
a race like the Kentucky Derby, as he has alrcady 
had such a distinction. It was in 1902 that he sad 
died a Derby winner in Allan-a-Dale. Major Me 
Dowell, in his racing career, traimsl other crack 
threo-ycar-olds. Those close to Majfir McDowell say 
that his conUdenec in The Manager is stronger thai; 
his faith was in AIluii-a-Dale. He regards Worth 
with due coiisideratiun. Init all he asks is a dry track 
and his eolt to encounter no mishaps in training. 
He then exiiects him to win another Derby for Ash- 
land Farm. 

The Manager is an ideal type of colt. He is not 
overly large, but of the right build. He is a much 
bigger Iiorsi* than was Ben Bnisb, and possesses .nil 
of the quality which made that Kentiu-kv Derliv 
winner so distinguished. So far The Manager lias 
held bis flesli well in training. It appears now that 
he will disapiMiint those who predlctml that he will 
train down too fine to retain his stri-ugth to ran a 
graelling mile and a quarter, the Derby route. 

Locally, so far, little is known of how well Worth 
is going along. The Hulleiilieck string, of which 
Worth is a ineinlier. is biKiketl for early arrival al 
Chnrchill Downs. Tiirfiiieii who hare eonie Iiere 
from Charleston re|Mirt that the great colt Is train 
ing as well as Frank Taylor iimid exiMH-t. These 
horsemen also say that the Ilallenbeck stable eon 
neetions are sweet on his Derby eliances. Presump- 
tion is doing well at tlie Downs and from what can 
lie learnetl Sonada is training satisfactorily in Sloutli 
Carolina for the race. Tlie latter is not ex|iceteii 
to arrive here until after the Lexington meeting, as 
14s owner. Catesliy Womlford. is president of the 
Kentucky Association track and will ship bis racers 
direct to I>exington from Cliaricston. 

During the last week, several likely otlier Derby 
eandidales liuve shown promisingly in their prepara'- 
Hon. Gi-orge .1. Long has two likely entries in Fre<- 
Lance and Nieias. liendersoii & Hogan’s Gnaranola 
lias gone several good miles. Patruehe and Chief 
Lindsey have both worked satisfactorilv. L. P. 
Dm-rhoefer’s entry. Jack Ellis, and Ids flilv. Ursula 
Eiiniiu. arrlviHl during tlie week from Churlestou in 
good condition. Tlie I»iii8ville turfmau thinks he 
will have a starter in the lilg race. 

t’ol. M. J. Winn, after a short sojourn in New 
York, retiiriieil to Louisville to put on the finishing 
touches for the spring race meeting. He says a 
big di-legatiou will come from New York to set- 
tlie Derby. 

Tlie Downs course is in fine condition, and the 
trainers are delighted. The drainage is so iierfect 
that a liard rain tiiily makes tlie track slow for a 
few Innirs. Superintendent Keegan says that on 
IK-rb.v Day lie will have tlie eonrst- as' fast as it 
was last fall when Adams Exprt*ss lowered the 
track record for one mile to 1:37%. He is ranfi- 
tleut that on May 11 Meridian’s IK-rby time, 2:05. 
the record for the race, will be sbnihHl. 

A heavy shower that fell last night made the 
going muddy at Churifiill Downs and Douglas Park 
toilay, still there was eousiderabic work hy nian.v 
horses. The tliin- scored was not fast, as all tli'c 
trials were outside the “dogs.” Tlie only Derby 
candidate to go faster than a two-minute clip was 
George J. Long’s im[iroved eolt. Free I.ance. He 
cantered six furlongs in 1:21%. going the first 
half in :56-%. This son of Alvesiiit appears to 
have keen s|>eed this spring and is training as 
well as Pete Coyne could ask of him. 

The fastest work of tin- iiioriiiiig was done by the 
Kentucky Oaks candidate, TUlle’s Ntgbtm'arc — 
tlir«-e furlongs in 37. Another bit of work that was 
liighly ereilitahle in the going was a quarter in 
:25% hy the unlieateii two-year-olil Hawtlu>rn. He 
is ordinarily a lator work horse, but this morning 
be seemed aii.xious to run. While several two-year- 
olds Worked as fast or even faster this morning, 
none of them did tbi- work with the ease exhibited 
b.v tlie son of Hastings.

There arc nearly two hundred pages of interesting 
facts within the familiar brown covers of the Sup- 
plement to Vol. XXI. of the Stud Book, which has 
just been issued by llessrs. Weatlierby. The infor- 
mation is arranged on the usual lines, and there is 
only one defect that calls for notice. Until within 
the last two or three years the particulars relating 
to iirofslraares in the section in which they are ar- 
raiigiHl in alphabetical order always covertMl the two 
[ireceiling years, except in the case of the issue for 
the year following that in which the Stud Book 
itself .was publishtHl. The pr»*sent Supplement, like 
its immediate predecessors, deals only with the re- 
turns for one year. This is a disadvantageous .ir- 
rangement. Supposing one wants to see what pro- 
duc»! a mare had in 1910 as well as 1911, it is ne<'es- 
sary to consult also last year's Supplement. And 
when that is done, the chanc<'s are the province can- 
not be instantly identified, l»y leason of the faet 
that it is now known by a name. The repetition 
and amplification of the returns for the previous 
year would, of course, mean the addition of a biiii- 
dred or so pages, but the Is-nefit would la? so appre- 
cialile that I fe«>l sure subscribt*rs would not mind 
paying a little more for the book.
